Refuses to Answer. 


In each instance, Shoulders 
refused to answer, saying he 
might incriminate himself. His 
attorney, Charles M. Shaw, told 
the court that his client had 
reason to believe he was a sus- 
pect in the ransom inquiry. 


After upholding Shoulders, 


Judge Moore instructed the mar- | 


shal’s office here to return the 
former police officer to the Med- 
ical Center for federal prisoners 
at Springfield, Mo., where he 
is serving a three-year term for 
perjury in the ransom inquiry. 


William K. Stanard II, as- 
sistant United States Attorney, 
argued that Shoulders should be 
required to answer the ques- 
tions, saying: “By his own state- 
ment, he has been on the side 
of law and order for 28 years 
and is still on that side.” 

Stanard said Shoulders’s case 
differs from that of Costello 
and John J. Vitale, who were 
upheld recently by Judge Moore 
in their refusal to answer grand 
jury questions in the ransom in- 
quiry. 

“The court sustained Costello 
on his claim of privilege, but 
Costello was here as a ‘possible 
suspect, and it was sustained for 
Vitale, as a notorious hoodlum, 
but Shoulders is not in that po- 
sition,” Stanard said.

The experts, Joseph W. Fitz- 
patrick of the United States 
Public Health Service, and Wes- 


ley E. Smith, State Division of 
Health, visited slum clearance 
areas, filled quarries, landfills 
nd other areas where rats live 

en sanitation is poor. Their 
report, requested by the city, 
was based partly on results of 

observations. 


Dr. Smith, after receiving the 
report, pointed out that his 
budget requests include $240,000 
for rat control and sanitation. 
This sum is $90,000 more than 
last year’s rat control allowance, 
Dr. Smith said. 


The addition of a second “‘ava- 
lanche project” would permit 
the sending of a second seven- 
man crew into an infested area 
to carry a direct attack on the 
rat population. This method is 
regarded as more effective than 
less concentrated efforts by 
scattered rat fighters, the report 
declared. . 


Employment of additional pub- 
lic health engineers to assist in 
rat control also -was recom- 
mended, Dr. Smith said he has 
submitted a request for two 
such experts, ome to replace a 
man who resigned ahd the sec- 
ond as an addition to the staff. 

The additional funds he has 
requested would enable the 
Health Department to hire men 
for a second “avalanche” crew 
and also to obtain the engifeers, 
Dr. Smith pointed out. 


Failure of citizens to remove 
food and garbage, causes of rat 
infestation, was attributed in 
the report to the absence of 
vigorous prosecution of viola- 
tors. Among the changes in the 
control ordinance suggested 
were more latitude by the health 
commissioner in rat control 
measures, and stiffer fines for 
violators of the sanitation ordi- 
nance. 


Another recommendation cov- 
ered the setting up of a pilot 
project to determine the effec- 
tiveness of “‘bait stations.” Dr, 
Smith said there has been con- 
sideration of tfre establishment 
of 100 such stations, where cit- 
izens may obtain poison bait for 
rodent control.

The long-awaited debate was 
started by Kansas, which has 
reported desegregation there is 
well under way. The state asks 
the Supreme Court to permit 
state and local officials to com- 
plete the job “with a minimum 
of judicial direction.”

“The administrative court thus 
would serve as an intermediate 
stage in the evolution of admin- 
istrative adjudication and the 
transfer of judicial activities 
from the agencies to courts of 
general jurisdiction,” the com- 
mission said.

RULER OF YEMEN 
PROCLAIMS SON 
HEIR TO THRONE 


¢CAIRO, April 11 (UP)—Imam 

Ahmed, ruler of Yemen, pro- 
claimed his oldest son heir to 
his throne, official sources said 
yesterday.

yesterday. The execution site 
was in front of the foreign min- 
istry where Prince Saif. El Islam 
Abdullah, brother: of the Imam 
and leader of the revolt, was 
said to be imprisoned. Also held 
in the ministry was Saif El Islam 
kl Abbas, appointed premier by 
Abdullah during the brief reign 
of his rebel gevernment, accord- 
ing to the reports. ‘~ 

The fate of Abdullah, former 

foreign minister of Yemen, and 
El Abbas, was uncertain. 


229 ALIEN SUBVERSIVES 
REPORTED LIVING IN U.S. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—A total of 229 alien subver- 
sives, including 133 Russians, 
are listed by the Government as 
living in the United, States be- 
cause. they can’t bé deported. 

In reporting this to a House 
Appropriations subcommittee, 
immigration officials said none 
of the 229 are kept under lock 
and key but all are supposed to 
report their doings periodically 
to federal officers. 

The Immigration Service tes- 
timony made, public yesterday, 
did not specify why the subver- 
sives cannot be forced out after 
having been ordered deported. 
Presumably, most are still here 
because no other country will 
take them, while others are ill 
or have had their cases Te- 
opened, 

Seventeen of the 229 were 
listed as “whereabouts un- 
known.” The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has been given the 
job of tracking these down. 
Most have been missing for 20 
‘years or more. - : 


20 GIRL A-BOMB VICTIMS 
TO GET U.S. PLASTIC SURGERY 


TOKYO, April 11 (AP)—Nor- 
man Cousins, editor of the Sat- 
urday Review, arrived yesterday 
to select 20 Japanese girls dis- 
figured by the Hiroshima atom 
bomb blast’ for free plastic 
surgery in the United States. 

Cousins will go to Hiroshima 
with two New York surgeons, 
Dr. William Hitzig and Dr. Ar- 
thur Barsky. He told reporters 
if the privately financed plan is 
successful, he hopes more atomic 
bomb victims can be sent to the 
United States. 

The 20 girls will be flown to 
the United States by Air Force be 
plane for treatment at Mount 
Sinai Hospital, New York. Two 
Japanese surgeons will accom- 
pany them to learn lastic 
surgery technique for radiation 
burns.

‘Nautilus ‘Shakedown’ Cruise 


To Cover Thousands of Miles 


Major Test Run Will Start Soon and Ex- 
tend Over Much Greater Time and Dis- 
tance Than for Conventional Submarines. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—The atomic submarine Nau- 
tilus will head out to sea soon 
to test its speed and stealth 
against the best of the Navy's 
antisubmarine forces on a 
“shakedown” cruise of thousands 
of miles. 

The 3000-ton nuclear subma- 
rine came back into New Lon- 
don, Conn., late last week from 
a demonstration and test con- 
ducted for a Navy survey board 
which approves new ships for 
acceptance in the operating 


leet. ‘ 
| The Nautilus crew already has 
sailed the submarine more than 
3000 miles and dived almost 100 
times. But most of this has been 
to test its mechanical perform- 
ance. 

The purpose of a shakedown 
cruise is to make the crew so 
familiar with each detail of oper- 
ation that they can carry out 
their duties practically auto- 
mati 

The normal shakedown cruise 
for a conventional submarine 
lasts from two to four weeks. 
But it was learned that the Nau- 
tilus cruise would take much 
longer. It also will extend over 
a much greater distance than is

He was chief 
of staff’ of the army and a 
lieutenant colonel in the regu- 
lar French air force. His father 
was a former Prime Minister. 
Both Hinh and his father are 
French citizens and Hinh is mar- 
vied to an attractive and highly 
capable French woman. 

The United States persuaded 
the-French, against their better 
judgment, to have the Emperor 
Bao Dai make Ngo Dinh Diem 
Prime Minister. Knowledgable 
Frentéh officials had little hope 
that he would be effective.

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United for a Better Community 

The width of community support behind the 
drive for a united charity fund should be ap- 
parent from the membership of the committee 
formed to push it.

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Back of the Corsi Case 
So many personalities are involved in the 
sudden dismissal of Edward J. Corsi as deputy 
administrator of the Refugee Relief Act that 
the case has the appearance of a wrestling tag 


match with no referee. But is this just a matter 


of personalities? ¢ 
“He is not fighting me, but what I represent,” 
said Mr. Corsi of the charges thrown at him by 
Representative Francis E. Walter of Pennsyl- 
vania. What does Mr. Corsi represent, and Mr. 
Walter, and the others involved? hs ; 
Mr. Walter was co-author, with the late Sena- 
tor Pat McCarran of Nevada, of the present Im- 
migration Act. This law is so restrictive that the 
Eisenhower Administration sought to amend it, 
and then turned to special legislation to handle 
the pressure of refugees from war-torn lands. 
The Refugee Relief Act was intended to admit 
214,000 refugees during the three years 1954, 
1955 and 1956. With the urging of Senator Mc- 
Carran, the man named to administer this law 
was R. Scott McLeod, friend of Senator McCar- 
thy. and State Department security officer. 
- What happened to the law? As of the end of 
its first year of operation, some 62,000 refugees 
had applied for entrance to the United States. 
Some 17,000 visas had been issued. But only 
13,056 refugees had actualy been admitted to 
the United States. As of last month, some 22,000 
visas had been issued but the number actually 
coming here was considerably fewer than that. 
Obviously the administration of the law was 
lagging badly. Under a three-year law to admit 
214,000 persons, 70,000 ought to be admitted 
each year, but the number admitted in the first 
year was less than one fifth of that figure. 3 
Mr. Corsi, former industrial commissioner of 
the Dewey Administration in New York State, 
was then appointed by Secretary of State Dulles 
to deal with these increasing refugee problems. 
Mr. Dulles called Mr. Gorsi an “old. friend.” 
Newspaper accounts suggested that Mr. McLeod 
was on his way out. And Mr. Corsi went to work. 


He found that the refugee law was being ad- - 


ministered by those who were “not in sympathy 
with it.” He recommended basic changes in ad- 
ministration. He proposed to bolster the morale 


of the field officers. He suggested means of . 


speeding up security clearances for refugees. 

In the midst of this came the charges by Mr. 
Walter that Corsi had belonged to groups associ- 
ated with Communists in the 1930s. Corsi denied 
the charges emphatically. But less than three 
months after his appointment,-he was out of his 
job at the State Department.

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A Return to Bargaining 

Circuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd has resumed 
the practice which he quietly abandoned in Feb- 
ruary of recommending sentences for defendants 
who plead guilty. Circuit Judge James E. Mc- 
Laughlin announced this after the judges met 
with Dowd. The Circuit Attorney would only say 
that explanations should come from the judges. 

Did the four judges of the criminal division 
ask ‘Mr. Dowd to resume telling them what he 
thought a sentence should be, and if sd).why? 

In most states and in federal courts the judge 
assumes full responsibility for passing sentence 
after studying the defendant’s record. The ideal 
situation is to let the prosecutor prosecute, and 
the judge judge. 

This is not true in Missouri. THe practice has 
been for both prosecutor and defense attorney 
to offer their ideas as to sentences when a de- 
fendant pleads guilty, and in addition the prose- 
cutor sometimes even agrees to a reduced chatge 


’ jn return for a guilty plea, which is an even 


worse practice. Too often the result has been 
haggling and a final disposition of a case more 
in the spirit of compromise than of justice. 

When the Circuit Attorney tried to abandon 
these practices, more responsibility was thrown 
on the judges. The defense attorney still offered 
his ideas as to what sentence should be, and if 
the prosecutor did not; the temptation was_to 
base the sentence on the recommendation which 
was made. 

In. any case the new practice of the prosecutor 
in refusing to recommend sentence received a 
short and imperfect trial. 

The circuit judges no doubt can explain all 
this fully. But it is about time Missouri found a 
practical way to stop the eternal bargaining and 
leave judgment to the judges. 

Will the judges, out of their experience, sug- 
gest how that can be done?

Jack of fraternity among men. “Am I 


my brother’s keeper?” Greed keeps 
slums in being. There are, it is true, 
“economic forces” at work, but they 
don’t work in a vacuum, unattached to 
flesh and blood suffering or to avari- 
cious men. Some men make money from 
the slums. In the process they mutilate 
theig brothers and themselves. 


Generally speaking, men will not \be 


taken advantage of in this way unless 


they are helpless. So in order for a 
slum to exist there must be a large 
number of helpless people available. 

Slums exist\all over the country, of 
course, but in New York slums tradi- 
tionally involve people who have just 
arrived in large numbers from outside 
the city, from Europe, from the South 
and now, of course, from Puerto Rico. 
Frequently they lack a marketable trade 
and are illiterate, either absolutely or 
in the English language. They can easily 
be taken advantage of because they 
have no resources, 


New York: Epitome of the ‘City’ 


New York is probably the ‘epitome of 
the “city” teday for most people. It is 
the. biggest in the world; U.N. headquar- 
ters; Radio City; theater; most spectac- 


ular waterfront, and so forth. And too’ 


many of its people live in some of the 
grimmest conditions imaginable. “’ 

A few live in shining towers sur- 
rounded by sun and music and warmth. 
Too many exist in rooms lacking in 
clean air and sunlight. 

A whole family exists in one room, 
eating, sleeping, talking, punishing, lov- 
ing, everything. This has all been told 
before, yet people do not seem to be- 
lieve it. : 

A slum area is an area in which 
things are out of order. There is an 
absence of what there should be for 
the proper development ‘of the human 
person. Each person needs a certain 
minimum of air, spqce and sunlight. 

Boys have the h&rdest time of it. 
They may be able to play a little stick- 
ball, stopping every two minutes to let 
a car pass. During the summer they 
play cards by the hour, boys of eight, 
ten, twelve years old. They toss pennies 
and get chased by angry-voiced trades- 
men. They smoke cigarettes in the 
door-ways, and just hang around. 


Boys and Built-In Time Bombs 


They have enormous energies, and 
lack the intellectual and spiritual de- 
velopment to profit from the terrible 
asceticism imposed on them. So things 
happen. There is no need to recount 
the daily contents of the police records. 

Every once in a while in Greenwich 
Village people start talking about build- 
ing a new playground. Then there is a 
great outcry from other people about 
the sacrilege of tearing down some 
“fine old place,” and The Villager writes 
editorials about the proposed infamy. 

Nor is the millenium reached by 
building a platoon of sixteen-story 
cliffs; if you marched them up and 
down the five boroughs it would not 
then make this the best of all possible 


‘cities. Some of the very old houses, 
» three stories high and with a back yard 


that takes up half the property, are 
perfectly satisfactory urban dwellings— 
if they are occupied by a single family, 
with a couple of roomers taken in, pos- 
sibly as was the original intention.

' do not live in such buildings; most live 


in six- or seven-story walk-ups built 
f tay ago for profit.

story places, complete with doormen, 


which occupy all the land and vast 
cubic yardages of sun and air. These 
were hardly conceived as places in 
which the family unit could best fulfill 
its function; they are simply investment 
opportunities. 

The slum is a great weight that must 
be carried. about on the back of the 
individual* and the community. For 
these who live in ‘the suburbs, slums 
are atmosphere that surrounds a funny 
little spaghetti joint that you went to 
years ago with somebody’s classmate. 

But for the native the slum is a place 
where Wreams turn into nightmares and 


mothers put their babies into wire 
cages to protect them from the rats. 

The continuation of the slum ts con- 
tingent on the strength of a variety of 
vested interests. For example, the mer- 
chants who ‘have their shops in the 
area may be absolutely dependent for 
survival on the continuation of the ex- 
isting situation. They would be ruined 
by any radical change. In some in- 
Stances, the area has been marked for 
clearance for years. 

“Tt is the easiest thing in the world 
te hire housewreckers and bulldozers, 
but if is less easy to decide what is to

What Effect Will ‘Projects’ Have? 


What effect will a generation of liv- 
ing in a highly regulated “‘project” have 
on an inhabitant? You live in three 
rooms frequently inspected, get..up te 
an alarm-clock radio, go down to the 
street fifteen stories by elevator, push 
onto the subway, puneh a clock, punch 
it again going out to lunch and coming 
back and léaving for home, jump on 
the subway, up in the elevator, defrost 
three “TV, meals,” turn the radio down 
at 11, and so to bed. 

Maybe it’s good. It's différent. Maybe 
it will develop the virtue of docility; 
that’s a good virtue. But it all has to 
be thought about—still. Men build 
houses and houses build men. 

We spend quantities of our treasure 
and time and energy’ on H-bombs and 
aircraft carriers. But you cannot blame 
the slums on war; they are not father 
and son, they are two hideous fellow- 
travelers. Many slum dwellings came 
into being during the prosperity that

Hyatt H. Waggoner, Professor of Eng- 
lish and chairman of the English De. 
partment at the University of Kansas

American Poetry.” He returns to Hawe

After such studies as Randall Stew- 
art's “Nathaniel Hawthorne” (1948), 


Mark Van Doren’s “Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne” (1949), and Richard Fogle’s 
“Hawthorne's Fiction: The Light and 
the Dark” (1952), and other works on 
this author by such critics ‘as Newton 
Arvin, Edward Mather, Robert Cantwell, 
Lawrence Sargent Hall, and Leland 
Schubert, it would seem that the sub 
ject might rest. But Professor Wag- 
goner loses no time in assuring us tha¥ 
the subject may never rest, since Haw- 
thorne is so hard to put away piecemeal 
into neat little specifically labéled 
scholarly boxes. 
“The student of Hawthorne.” he says 
matter-of-factly “who wants to get’ a 
complete and well-rounded view of. the’ 
man must read more than one biogra- 
phy, then supplement the biographies 
. . with the Notebooks, sketches, let- 
ters, and stories, then finally under- 
stand the man, if at all, by a leap of 
intuitive sympathy.” a ¢ 
Professor Fogle, in the work referréd 
to above, declared that he shared with~ 
Professor Waggoner “a larger opinion 
of Hawthorne’s worth than any critic” 
encountered up to then, and this sym- 
pathy with Hawthorne is a salient qual- 
ity of Professor Waggoner’s study. Not 
for him to be “more. grudging than 
the situation demands.” He conducts the: 


reader through Hawthorne’s works with 


an accompaniment of explication aiid 

evaluation, deprecating on the one hand 

the “rather too muth” that has been 

written about Hawthorne's kinship with 
his Puritan ancestors in his view of 

life, and tellingly revealing insights, 

on the other, into the workings of Haw- 

thorne’s consciousness, self-criticism, 

view of society, sense of art—for in- 

stance, Hawthorne’s struggle against the 

danger, which he constantly faced, “that.

The searching reader, who might say :: 
that in some instances Hawthorne suce 
cumbed to that danger, and to whom 
much in Hawthorne may seem obscure 
or tantalizingly half-revealed, will find 
widely diffused illumination in Profes- | 
sor Waggoner’s study of a man who, he 
says, in the time of his success “tried.

Cleaning Aluminum. 
N THIS day and age you can 
| tind quite a lot of aluminum 
around the outside of a house.

Some people have aluminum 
gutters and downspouts and 
some have aluminum flashing 
or awnings. 

Now as we all know, alum- 
inum won't corrode but certain 
types will pit especially if they 


are subject to salt air and the 


bright surface of any aluminum 
will discolor from soot-and dirt. 
Now as far as the discoloration 
from dirt goes there are sev- 
eral things that can be done. 
One is just not to notice the 
discoloration. Another way out 
is to paint the aluminum. The 
paint, of course, will have to be 
renewed from time to time or 
washed. 


If you wish, the aluminum 
can be coated with wax which 
prevents pitting and discolora- 
tion, Trouble here is that in 
time the wax will become dirty 
and it must be removed before 
a fresh coating of wax can Be 
applied. 

Aluminum can be cleaned with 
soap and water but this is a 
time consuming job and will 
have to be repeated at frequent 
intervals especially if you live in 
a locality where there is a good 
deal of soot or smog. Some peo- 
ple clean their aluminum with 
steel wool but this has a ten- 
dency to scratch the surface. 

There are, however, special 
aluminum cleaners on the mar- 
ket which will clean the surface 
and also give it a protective 
coating against discoloration. 
How long the protective coating 
will remain effective depends on 
how much dirt and corrosive 
matter there is floating around 
in ‘the air but in normal condi- 
tions they sbould remain ef- 
fective for a good many months,

HE LAIR of the man the 

Communists call “United 

States Spy Master” is a clus- 
ter of 10 nondescript buildings 
that hug a hilltop behind a high 
wire fence overlooking the Po- 
tomae in the slum area of Wash- 
ington known as “Foggy Bot- 
tom.” It is off the beaten paths 
of highway and pedestrian traf- 
fic. The few narrow, poorly- 


paved streets that lead into the’ 


area seem to go nowhere and 
wind up in dead ends of rubble- 
strewn lots. 

Hard by are the turrets of an 
ancient Washington brewery. 
The view of the north over 
acres of parking lots and tum- 
ble-down dwellings is enhanced 


. by the writhing steel pipes of 


the local gas works. On the 
town side are a group of make- 
shift wartime temporary struc- 
tures now used as State Depart- 
ment annexes. 


But the dedicated’ men and 
women who work behind the 
wire fence in self-effacing an- 
onymity and under security con- 
ditions more stringent than 
those at the Atomic Energy 
Commission are not thera for 
the view. For here, at 2430 E. 
street, N.W., lies the nerve- 
center of one of the most. vital 
functions of ‘United States Gov- 
ernment in a world imperilled 
by Communist aggression. 

A small, neat sign on the 
fence beside the entrance drive- 
way reads: “Central Intelligence 
Agency.” 

In a drafty old building as 
severe aS a monastery are the 
unadorned offices of CIA Direc- 
tor Allen Welsh Dulles, whose 
exploits in the second World 
War earned him the reputation 
of being America’s top intelli- 
gence agent, and his aids, whose 
reputations are hardly less glit- 
tering. 

From these unpretentious sur- 
roundings, Dulles directs a su- 
per-secret world-wide organiza- 
tion that engages openly in the 
gathering of information, and 
covertly in espionage and coun- 
ter-espionage to insure United 
States security. 

Above all, the CIA exists for 
one big and awesome reason: to 
bring forewarning to the Presi- 
dent and his Administration of 
any contemplated sneak atomic- 
hydrogen bomb attack on United 
States cities. 

It is Dulles’s responsibility to 
learn and keep the Presidént in- 
formed day-to-day of what goes 
on behind the Iron Curtain, 
what the war-making’ capabili- 
ties of Russia, Red China and 
the other Communist satellites 
are, and what they intend doing. 

Over at CIA, they will tell 
you, “CIA’s security responsi- 
bilities are limited to the area 
outside the United States, and 
no one connected with CIA will 
discuss them in any manner. ... 
An intelligence officer who talks 
about his work ceases to be an 
intelligence officer.” 

To Americans who get squeam- 
ish about their Government en- 
gaging in spying, there are offi- 
cials here who remind them that 
United States survival is at 
stake and that this country’s ef- 
forts are aimed at countering

Red espionage that through the 
Canadian spy ring, the Rosen- 
bergs and a turncoat British 
scientist stole American atomic 
bomb secrets. 

Until Dulles took. over the 
agency from Gen. Walter Bedell 
Smith in January, 1953, after 
serving as its deputy director, 
the intelligence headquarters 
were disguised as the “Depart- 
ment of State Printing Office.” 

Dulles has told acquaintances, 
with an amused twinkle in his 
eye, that he ended that nonsense 
and put up a sign after finding 
that sight-seeing busses were 
stopping in the street outside 
and blaring into loudspeakers 
that “there’s the building where 
the spies work.” 

But that’s about as far as the 
sightseers, or anyone else, gets 
unless they have specific busi- 
ness with CIA. A guard at the 
door asks. for the visitor’s CIA 
identification. Once established 
that the visitor is not a CIA em- 
ploye, he is directed to a recep- 
tionist. There a form, includ- 
ing citizenship, must be filled 
out and the receptionist phones 
to the person with whom the 
visitor has a , specific appoint- 
ment. 

The visitor is escorted to the 
office with ‘an identification 
slip. When he leaves, he is es- 
corted back to the entrance and 
the identification slip and rec- 
ord of call retrieved by the re- 
ceptionist. 

Dulles has a virtual. blank 
check to carry out his responsi- 
bilities of protecting the United 
States from foreign enemies. He 
has almost unlimited authority 
on hiring or firing. The duties, 
salaries or names of staff mem- 
bers appear on no published 
Government payrolls or publi- 
cations. To disclose the identity 
of a CIA agent would instantly 
end his usefulness abroad.

' MOSCOW. broadcast rééent- 
ly said that “the total num- 
ber of active spies and sabo- 

teurs working in the United 
States intelligence service ex- 
ceeds 100,000.” Dulles will only 
smile indulgently at such Com- 
munist blasts. He has no inten- 
tion of aiding their fishing ex- 
peditions. A better guess would 
be that the CIA employs be- 
tween 8000 and 10,000 persons. 
How many anti-Communist as- 
sistans it has both outside and 
inside the Iron Curtain is any- 
body’s guess, 

Only a handful of top people 
in Government know how many 
persons the CIA employs, how 
much money it spends, what ac- 
tivities it engages in, whére its 
agents are located, who they 
are or how they operate. . Only 
a few senior members of con- 
gressional committees know they 
are appropriating funds for CIA 
operations. 

Senator Russell (Dem), 
Georgia, made public the fact 
that a few Congressmen “check” 
CIA and know what it is doing. 
There have been no leaks. The 
CIA funds, which may range to 
a half billion dollars annually 
but probably average consider- 
ably less, are hidden in the bud- 
gets of nearly a dozen other 
Government agencies. 


Only the President, other 
members of the National Secur- 
ity Council, and top intelligence 
aids who help make them, know 
what Dulles’s intelligence esti- 
mates on Communist capabilities 
and intentions contain.
